LOTS TODAY. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


CLEVELAND, O., May 19.—The groat 


Methodist conference has today ended its 
politics and elected two bishops—one on 
the fifteenth and the other on the six- 
teenth ballot. It was a case of wear-out 
and dead-lock, and till today it looked as 
if no election would take place. 


The delegates had become tired of elec- 


tionering. 
Thirteen ballots had been 


taken when the conference convened this 
morning and the convention was practi- 
cally deadlocked. 
The reading of the 


journal was just completed when Rev. C. 
L. Stafford of Iowa rioved to postpone the 
election of bishops indefinitely. 
He said 


there was a large number who were 
opposed to increasing the Episcopal 
board. 


Dr. Buckley opposed tbe motion. He 


said the committee had recommended 
three bishops to be elected, and the con- 
ference by a majority of twenty-five hod 
substituted two. An indefinite postpone- 
ment 
wonld 
make the 
conference 


ridiculous in the eyes of the world. Dr. 
Buckley said the difficulty lay in the fact 
that individuals with no possible chance 
to secure the necessary two-third vote 
still permitted their friends to vote for 
them. If it was impossible to elect a 
bishop the conference might adjourn, and 
the members who had blocked the 
election would be compelled to bear the 
responsibility. 


Hev. C. Hills of New Hampshire pre- 


sented a motion providing if no election 
should be the result of the fourteenth 
ballot, the five highest should be voted for 
on the fifteenth ballot, the four highest 
on the sixteenth and so on till an election 
should result. 


Dr. Kynett of Philadelphia eulogized 


the candidates for bishops, particularly 
Rev. McCabe. Hev. R. Munger of the 
Central New York, protested vigorously 
against electioneering. Dr. Kynett said 
that no combinations existed,and it was a 
matter for congratulation. Finally the 
motion to postpone was defeated by a 
large majority. 


General Rushing: of New Jersey at- 


tempted to secure the suspension of rules 
in order to present a substitute to elect: 


three instead of two bishops. But the 
conference refused to do so. 


Rev. C. North of New York (east) at- 


tempted to secure the same result, mov- 
ing a reconsideration of the vote by 
which the conference refused to suspend 
the rules, and the fourteenth ballot was 
ordered. 


The result of the fourteen ballot showed 


501 votes cast, making 336 necessary to a 
choice. The leaders were: Cranston, 261, 
McCabe 258, Hamilton 149, Buttz 123, 
Nealy 112, Bowen 35, Scattering 70. Com. 
pared with the previous ballot, this was a 
gain of 13 for Cranston and 6S for McCabe. 


After the transaction of a little business, 


the tellers retired with the fifteenth ballot. 
When thoy returned, they reported 50<t 
votes, 386 necessary to a choice. C. C. 
McCabe of New York received 341 votes, 
electing him by eight The wildest scene 
followed. 
Delegates stood yelling and 


waving handkerchiefs. Calls for McCabe, 
'•song and speech" rose from all parts of 
tbe hall. 


Delegates rushed to where Dr. McCabe 


was sitting and he was surrounded by an 
enthusiastic following. In the first null a 
motionto invite "bishop" McCabe to the 
platform was heard and carried. As Dr. 
McCabe walked down the aisle the de- 
monstration was repeated but Dr. Mc- 
Cabe begged to be excused from saying 
anything. 


The sixteenth 
ballot was soon an- 


nounced resulting in the election of Dr. 
Cranston as the second bishop. The con- 
ference went wild again. 
Cheers filled 


the hall. 
Handkerchiefs were waved. 


The noise continued several minutes, 
while Dr. Cranston walked forward bow- 
ing. An attempt by Judge Caples of Ore- 
gon to moke the election unanimous was 
howled down. 


A Connecticut Fire Today that De-

RUNNING A LOCOMOTIVE. 


THE CITCCOONCIL 


Business Done at an Adjourned 


Meeting Held Monday 


Evening. 


What It Moans to Speed a Train at the 


Rate of Sixty Miles Per Hour. 


To Ladles' Homo Journal John Gilnier 


Speed contributes an article upon the 
safety and comforts ot railroad travel In 
the United States, In which he says that 
"the highest type of American railroad Is 
today constrncto'l with such skill and sa- 
gacity that we travel lu more luxury and 
more security than any people In the 
world." In considering the locomotives 
and the speed attained by them on our j 
railroads Mr. Speed says: "At 60 miles an 
hour the resistance of a train Is four times 
as great »s It is at SO miles—that is, the 
(uel must be four times as great in the one 
ease as it Is in the other. But at 00 miles 
an hour this fuel must be exerted for a 
given distance in half the time that it is 
at 80 miles, so that the amount of power 
exerted and steam generated in a given 
period of time must be eight times as groat 
as at the faster speed. This means that 
the capacity of the boiler, cylinders and 
the other parts must bo greater with a cor- 
responding addition to the weight of the 
machine. Obviously, therefore, 
if the 


weight per wheel, on account of the limit 
of weight that the rails will carry, is lim- 
ited, wo soon reach a point when the driv- 
ing wheels and other parts cannot bo fur- 
thcr enlarged, and then wo reach the max- 
imum ot speed. 


"The nice adjustment necessary of the 


various parts of these immense engines 
may he indicated by Home figures as to the 
work performed by these parts when the 
locomotive is worked at high speed. Take 
a passenger engine on any of the big rail- 
roads. At 60 miles an hour a driving 
wheel 5X feet in diameter revolves fin 
times every second. Now the reciprocating 
parts of each cylinder, Including one pis- 
ton, piston rod, cross head and connecting 
rod, 
weighing about 050 peumls, must 


move back and forth a distance equal tc 
the stroke, usually two foot, every time 
the wheel revolves, or in a fifth of a sec- 
ond. It starts from a state of rest at the 
end of each stroke of the piston and must 
acquire a velocity of 32 fret per second in 
one-twentieth of a second and must be 
brought 1 o a state of rest In the same pe- 
riod of time. A piston 18 Inches in diam- 
eter has an area of 2541A square inches. 
Steam of ICO pounds pressure per square 
inch would, therefore, exert a forco on th* 
piston equal to 38,175 pounds. This force 
1,- applied alternately on each Bide of the 
piston ten times in a second."

SEVERAL IMPORTANT STEPS TAKEN. 


To Buy Land ror School Purposes. Also 


the Hodsklns Propsrry. Voted to Bor- 
row $200,000. Various Reports Sub- 


mitted. Council in 4 Pickle. 


An adjourned meeting of the city coun- 


cil was called to order Monday evening 
at 7.30 o'clock, sixteen members being 
present beside the president. 


The first business was to hear a commu- 


nication from Mayor-Hougbton, in which 
he recommended the borrowing of money 
for the purchase of land between the 
Church street and normal schools and for 
other purposes. 


The school committee reported that it 


had approved plans by Architects H. N. 
Wilson of PittsSeld and E. T. Barlow of 
this city for school houses at Braytonville 
and on the Johnson, lots above Veazie 
street. 


N. Henry Arnold, chairman of the com- 


mittee, extended an invitation to the 
mayor and council to attend an eih.oi- 
tion drill and dance to be given at Odd 
Fellows' hall, May 26, by Tunnel City 
division, No. 17, U. E. K. of P. The in- 
vitation was accepted. 


Councilman Sykes, chairman of the 


committee on erection and construction 
of buildings, reported an ordinance regu- 
lating the erection, alteration, repair and 
construction of buildings. He said the 
ordinance had been prepared with great 
care. The committee had called City 
Engineer Emigh and Inspector F. \V. 
Merriam to its assistance and Mr. Sykes 
hoped that owing to the pressing need 
of such an ordinance it would be pas- 
sed without submitting it to the commit- 
tee on ordinances. 
On motion of Coun- 


cilman Rice the 
matter was referred 


to the committee on ordinance, which 
will report at the next meeting. 


Chairiran Stroudof the committee on 


streets reported that Highland avenue 
had been looked over in response to a 
request made at the last meeting with 
regard to grading. He said the city 
engineer was not prepared to do the work 
just now, but the committee recommend- 
ed that a grade be established as soon 
as possible. 
The report was accepted 


and the recommendation adopted. 


Councilman Clark, chairman of the 


committee to whom were referred the 
message of the mayor concerning the 
purchase of lands for school purposes, 
and also the purchase of the Hodskins 
property, submitted the report of the 
committee, 
which recommended 
the 


purchase of all the land between the 
Church street and normal schools. The 
report was quite lengthy and gave many 
reasons in iavor of the purchase. 
The 


cost will be a little over |26,000, not 
including the Williams property, for 
which ffi.flOO has been ottered and for 
which the owner asks f 10,000. The com- 
mittee recommended that if the other 
lots are purchased the Williams property 
be taken by condemnation proceedings 
under the statutes. In connection with 
this report there was submitted a brief 
statement from 
Superintendent 
Hall, 


showing the necessity of making prepara- 
tions for the enlargement of our schools 
in the future. 
The purchase of the 


Hodsfeias property adjoining the city hall 
was earnestly rcommended. 


Orders were introduced by Councilman 


Clark authorizing the city treasurer to 
issue the note of the city to the Provident 
Institution for Savings for $140,000, with 
interest at 31 per cent per annum, the 
money to be used for the purchase of 
school laud on Church street, the Hodbkins 
property and land for the Braytonville 
and Veazie street schools; also a. note of 
$30,000 to the same institution at the same 
rate of interest, the money to be used for 
completing the Notch reservoir. Passed 
to b,' ordained. 


Councilman Stroud in'rotluced an orc'e • 


authorizing the treasurer to issue a note 
for $30,000 to the same institution at an in- 
terest rate of 3 60-100 per cent per annum, 
the money to be used in paying for tho 
city hall. Passed to be ordained.

At this point the council adjourned and 


immediately afterward President Brace- 
well was reminded that the school com- 
mittee had something to say which it 
was 
important for the council 
to 


hear. He hurridly called thocouncilmen 
back to the council chamber, from which 
all had departed, explained the dilemma 
and asked if anything could be done.

By invitation 01 my cousin, we took pas-

I thought how many ambitous young 
men had walked those streets and tread 
those halls, then gone forth to battle with 
life, and many of them rise to eminence 
and usefulness. 


The ride through the Hoosac Valley was 


very agreeable, and some historic objects 
were pointed out including the site of old 
Fort Massachusetts, the road leading to 
the summit of Greylock and some im- 
provements made by the late Sanford 
Blackinton. 
The famous geyser at Briggsville and the 
state normal ajliool building in process of 
construction on Cnurch street claimed my 
attention. I also made the acquaints ace 
of George F. Miller, secretary of the zgri- 
cultural society, to compare notes as to 
entries, premiums, etc. Sunday I attended 
service at the Methodist church and heard 
Rev.

A B««rteB8 French Soldier Whoa* Flowing 


Hair Belonged to History* 


It was a singular fact that tho lata Mar- 


shal Canrobert, tbu last of the French mar- 
shals, offered In himself a constant ex- 
ample of the violations of tho regulations 
of tho army in which he was so conspicu- 
ous an officer. 


Throughout almost the whole of his 


military servleo Cnnrobert wore long hnir 
(lowing down upon his shoulders, and this 
hair was a sort of oriQamme to the sol- 
diers. 


But ever sinso the year 1SG3 the French 


army regulations have positively required 
that every officer and taldlcr shall wear 
closely cut hnir, ''without any tufts, curls 
or ringlets whatsoever," and severe pen- 
alties are provided for persistence in let- 
ting the hair grow long. 


Canrobert had a profuse mas? ot hair 


which lie was very proud of. It wns 
cropped to Ilia great grief when he went 
into the military school of St. Cyr lu 1820, 
but wheu, as a young officer, ho wont Into 
the Algerian war in 1835 ho profited by 
the relaxation of ninny regulations thero 
to let his hair grow crown his shoulders 
again. 


Several years later, also in Algeria, Colo- 


nel Canrobert, bareheaded, led a heroic 
clmrge at Znnteha, aud his long, floating 
hair in the thick of tho combat served as 
n rallying sign to the zouaves as they 
swarmed through the breach. 


After this war Caurobort's head of hair 


had already become so famous that no su- 
perior ventured to command him to cut H'. 
off, through GiiDornl Polissier, who hated 
him, once called him "professor" in :t 
cute in Paris, and by way of cxcuso 
fiUocted to have mistaken him for a doctor 
of philosophy on account of his hair. 


The Knipcror Napoleon 111 did once 


venture to remonstrate with CanrobcrS 
fur wearing long hair. Tho marshal's re- 
r.pouso was very "Fronchy." 


"hire," he oaid, "my liair belongs to 


history!" 


Hn did not rut it. It floated nil through 


tho i'Vench and German war, becoming 
losemlary among the soldiers. Long since 
it. hot-nine snow white and fell upon the old 
marshal's shoulders in his declining days, 
and it clustered about them as his body 
lay in state in Paris.—Paris Correspond- 
ence.

REFUSES TO ACCEPT THE SENTENCE 


The Emperor »n<t Empress Received Last 


Night with Great Popular Enthusi- 


asm—I.I Hung and Yamagata 


Viewing the Sights. 


Moscow, May 19.—This is the second 


day of the three weeks festivities at- 
tending the coronation of the czar of 
all the Russias, and every incoming 
train still ndds to the great gathering 
of distinguished persons from all parts 
of the world already here 
The chief 


event of tbo celebration so t :r was the 
arrival last evening of the czar and 
czarina and court from St. Petersburg. 
Long before the hour of their arrival, 
regiments of soldiers were 
massed 


about the SmoleusUy station. 
The 


governor general of Moscow met the 
imperial train at Kiln and accompanied 
it to the city. Only those who pos- 
sessed tickets were admitted to the 
station. 
The platform was covered 


with red cloth and ornated with plants 
End flowers, large spreading palms 
forming an arch at the entrance to the 
royal apartments. On the platform 
could be s< en the minister of war, a 
large number of generals and aides- 
de-camp, a nd numerous foreign princes 
and the l-rand Duke Vladimir. The 
g-uard of honor at the station was com- 
posed of a detachment of cuirassiers, 
headed by the royal standard and the 
cuirassier band. 
Horse guards and 


dragoons were waiting outside tha 
station to accompany the royal party 
to the Pet roffsky palace. 


Recelvrd with Great Enthusiasm. 


At 3.30 o'clock the imperial train 


steamed slowly into the station. This 
special train which the czar had made 
for himself is fitted up with every t 
luxury. The carriage, in which were 
the emperor and empress, stopped op 
, 


posite the royal apartments. 
Their 


majesties walked down the platform, i 
through the double line of princes and 
( 


generals, but did not enter the royal 
apartments. Instead, the emperor and 
empress proceeded directly 
to the 


closed carriage awaiting them, which 
they entered with the. governor gen- i 
eral. The appearance of their majesties ; 
was the signal for prolonged hurrahs , 
from the people gathered, lead off by j 
the long roar of the soldiery. 
The 


Cnira&sier band played the national 
anthem, 
and surrounded 
by 
the 


Cuirassier guard, the carriage 
was 


driven off to the palace. Great en- 
thusiasm was manifested during th« 
\\ hole of the short drive by the thickly 
massed people along the sides of the 
road. 
The palace was quickly reached 


and the t-mperor and empress alighted. 
The emperor looked well and the 
empress appeared to be in fine health. I 
Her majesty was dressed in white and 
the emperor wore the colonel's uniform 
of the Pi obajensky regiment. 


Great Attention Shown the Visitors. 


The officials are showing the great. 


est attention to their many distin- 
guished guests, and to-day Li Hung 
Chang. 1 he Chinese viceroy, is viewing 
the sights in company with a special 
escort. Count Yamagata, the Japan- 
ese field marshal, with his suite, is also 
sharing in the honors extended by the 
Russians The Duke and Duchess of 
Connaupht arrived here to-day. The 
duke will represent his mother, Queen 
Victoria, at the coronation ceremonies. 
The czar was 28 years old yesterday, 
and the anniversary of his birth w aa 
fittingly celebrated in all the cities of 
the empire. All the warships at Cron- 
stadt, including the American and 
British, joined in firing salutes in honor 
of the occasion.

Accordingly, 


I resign my ministry in the Protestant 
Episcopal church, and herewith, as in 
its- canons provided, 'declare' to you 
'in writing' my 'renunciation' of said 
ministry in said church and demand 
immediate deposition therefrom 
for

reason 
that 
I 
do 
hereby 


'abandon 
and 
openly 
renounce 


the 
discipline' 
of 
said 
church." 


Rev. Mr. Fuller was charged with hav- 
ing violated the canons.of the Episco- 
pal church regarding marriage and 
was publicly suspended from 
the 


priesthood 
Lawrence, 
at the end of two years, he had re- 
turned to the performance of any min- 
isterial duty without having proven his 
first wife guilty of adultery, he would 
return at his own peril. About fifty 
people, including a number of Presby- 
terians were present, and immediately 
after Bishop Lawrence had read his de- 
cision, Mr. Fuller read an elaborate 
protest. The committee who found Mr. 
Fuller guilty recommended his expul- 
sion, but the bishop decided to deal with 
him as above. The specific charge was 
that of violating the law prohibiting the 
marriage of either party to a divorce 
while the other party is yet living, ex- 
cept in the case of the innocent party 
when the cause of divorce is adultery.
